The Board is in receipt of appellants' request to suspend the appeal in this 
case pending the decision in In re Fisher .

In considering the matter, it appears that a decision in the Fisher case 
will aid in the resolution of the issues pending in this appeal. Accordingly, the 
request is granted to the extent that the Board will postpone consideration of the 
appeal in this case pending a decision in In re Fisher .
